to him or turned over its whole 
quota. 
Bryan’s opposition to Davis was 
swept away in the rain of Davis’ 
Totes which swept over the con­ 
vention.

* During his tw*o terms as a mem 
ber of Congress, Mr. Davis gained) 
the distinction of being one of the; 
ablest members of the House.

a member of the Judiciary Com-! 
mittee, he was active in the pre-j 
acetation and passage of many im­ 
portant measures. 
He was one of 
the managers in the impeachment 
of Judge Robert W. Archbald by 
the Senate, and the prominent part 
he took in this trial won him new j 
honors as a lawyer and convincing 
orator. 
His Congressional record led to 
his appointment by President Wilson 
as Solicitor General of the United 
States, a position which he held 
from IDU until December. 1918, and 
further 
opportunity j 
of his legal abilities. 
During his incumbency he represent­ 
ed the Government in some of the 
most important litigation in its his­ 
tory, and It is not exaggeration to 
say that he added new* honors to a 
position that in former years had 
been held 
by some

President Wilson, in the summer j 
of 1918 while the World War was at 
its height, selected Mr.

From Popular Finance. 
Why does every city big enough to be 
in the running go after a national con­ 
vention wherever there is the slightest 
prospect of success in the efforts? 
It is 
because 
national 
conventions are great 
prizes, bringing thousands of dollars into 
the 
cities 
in 
which 
they 
are 
held, 
advertising the cities and promising nu­ 
merous other advantages, such as attract­ 
ing new buyers and forming new and ad­ 
vantageous business ties. 
In 1920 the republican convention at­ 
tracted upward of 100,000 persons to Chi­ 
cago. 
These visitors spend more than 
$10,000,000. 
Chicago has been the scene 
of numerous political conventions. 
It has 
found that they 
stimulate 
business not 
only while the sessions are under way, but 
afterward. 
Its business men are ever 
ready to subscribe to a fund to seek a big 
convention. 
In the same year San Fran­ 
cisco housed 40,000 visitors brought there 
by the democratic convention. 
These vis­ 
itors spent more than $5,000,000. 
It in­ 
creased the normal monthly business of 
the city 50 per cent. 
Is that money wasted? 
Not all of it. 
Interest in government is a citizen’s duty* 
and money spent in keeping in touch with 
political movements is well spent. 
Apart 
from this, all activity is part of human 
life and it is only through money spent 
that 
business 
continues. 
Thrift, 
the 
ability to save, is a quality that every man 
should cultivate, but there are extremes 
even in this virtue. 
If all money were 
boarded, business would come to an end. 
It is the spirit of hoarding that presents 
one of the problems over which statesmen 
in Europe, busy with reconstruction, are 
worrying. 


BOBWHITE AS AN ALLY. 
Nobody with any sense of the practical 
wants to prohibit the shooting of quail. In 
the first place, any proposal of that sort 
would immediately arouse the antagonism 
and opposition of the 
whole body of 
hunters, and the hunters are the men 
above all others to whom we must look 
for the enactment of laws for the preser­ 
vation of game. 
But while no practical 
man w’ants to prohibit the sport everv 
practical man should desire to prevent 
the shooting of them in such numbers as 
to bring about their extermination. 
Cer­ 
tainly the men who hunt are interested in 
preventing that from happening; and the 
farmers and the public should back them 
up in their efforts along this line. 
Prof. Robert Ridgway, who is perhaps 
the most eminent of living Americans 
ornithologists, contributes to an issue of 
"‘Outdoor America," a short article on 
"‘The 
Bobwhite 
as a Valuable 
Ally," 
which should be of much interest to the 
farmer. 
Dr. Ridgway outlines the results 
of the extensive investigations made by 
the United States Biological Survey re­ 
garding the food of the bird, and he em­ 
phasizes 
the 
fact 
that it is a special 
enemy of two insect pests which are now 
proving themselves very formidable, the 
chinch bug and the potato beetle. Thus in 
the stomach of one quail from IOO to 500 
chinch bugs have been found. 
In other 
cases as many as 75 potato beetles have 
been found in the stomach of one bird, 
and a number of observers have reported 
to the survey that they have kept potato 
patches clear of the pests. 
Discussing the 
other insects found, Dr. Ridgway notes 
that they include “such lepidoptera as the 
army worm, that notorious devastator of 
grain fields, and the cutworms, zebra 
caterpillar and striped garden caterpillar, 
so injurious to vegetable crops in general. 
Among beetles are the boll weevil, the 
corn billbug, the cowpea pod weevil, the 
imbricated snout beetle, a pest of small 
fruits, the clover leaf and the cloverroot 
weevils. 
May-beetles or June-bugs, the 
adults of white grubs, both adults and 
larvae of wireworms, the 12-spottcd cu­ 
cumber beetle also known as the cora- 
root-worm, the grape-root-worm, various 
flea beetles, the bean leaf-beetle, the seed- 
corn beetle, and the newly introduced and 
exceedingly destructive Japanese beetle. 
Other pests identified in the food are 
sharp-shooter or cotton, the tarnished 
plant bug, an abundant general feeder on 
plants, blowflies, ants including the corn­ 
muse ant, leafhoppers, grasshoppers and 
crickets. 
Additional pests reported by re­ 
liable observers to be fed upon by quail 
are the Rocky Mountain locust, potato 
aphis, squash ladybird, span-worms, and 
the corn-ear worm or boll w’orm of cot­ 
ton ." 
Hence it is much to the farmer’s interest 
to see to it that the tribe of quail shall 
continue to exist in the land, and in this 
task farmer and sportsman ought to v’ork 
together, since they both seek the same 
end.

HEAVY RAINS DO 
DAMAGE TO CROPS

souri’s corn crop, due to protract­ 
ed rains and a late spring and the

the 
crop in many sections has brought 
many farm ers of the state face to 
face with the problem of selecting 
an emergency crop which will m a­ 
ture between now and the harvest 
time. 
This situation is discussed 
in a statem ent by Samuel M. Jor­ 
dan, well-known authority on corn 
growing of this state, through the 
S tate 
Board 
of Agriculture. 
Mr. 
Jo rd an ’s statem ent, as submitted by 
Jewell 
Mayes, 
secretary 
of the 
Board of Agriculture, follows: 
“If we have to abandon corn on 
p art or all of our land, we still 
have a chance at feed for live stock. 
“We have access to millet, sor­ 
ghum, sudan grass, cowpeas, soy­ 
beans and buckwheat, with tho ad­ 
dition of w heat or rye sown for 
pasture primarily. 
“The 
abandoned 
corn 
field, 
or 
rather the abandoned corn in it, 
will make a wonderfully fine place 
for most any of the crops suggest­ 
ed, in the event we can get into it 
to fix a good seed bed. The ground 
having been plowed or listed, and 
possibly 
worked 
a 
time 
or 
two, 
then worked down, will be ideal. 
“If the land is strong and the 
seed bed is good, an early corn 
may give good returns. 
Corn has 
been known to make a paying crop 
of feed planted as late as the first

John F. O’Ryan, had completed its investi­ 
gation of the Veterans’ Bureau and report­ 
ed that those in authority had “flouted a 
public trust,” there was an instant de­ 
mand for an early trial of the accused. A 
former head of the bureau was indicted 
more than four months ago for conspiracy 
to defraud the government. 
His trial has just been postponed for 
the third time. 
The department of jus­ 
tice, it appears, is not yet ready to pre­ 
sent its case, although the committee re­ 
port was impartially conducted and ap­ 
parently brought to light all the available 
facts.

From many points of view the abuses 
found within the bureau by the investigat­ 
ing committee are the most reprehensible 
that have ever been brought to light in 
connection with the conduct of public of­ 
fice. 
Not only was there evidence of an 
attempt to defraud but of neglect and of 
indifference to the welfare of the disabled 
soldiers and sailors in whose rehabilitation 
the public was spending more money than 
for any other single purpose.

no effort or expense should be spared in 
doing everything possible for their dis­ 
abled comrades, are impatient at the de­ 
lay of the department of justice in bring­ 
ing the offenders to trial.

OOD nicely served and daintily 
garnished will be much more ap­ 
petizing than that which is served 
carelessly. 
Next to the palatabil­ 
ity of our food we like to have it 
appeal to the eye. 
A luscious basket of fruit gar­ 
nished with its own foliage when 
possible, is an ornament for any 
fable. 
For those who cannot eat un­ 
cooked apples or pears, try this 
dainty dish to set before them’. 
Stew the fruit in a rich sirup until 
tender enough to pierce easily, then 
decorate with quartered almonds, 
dust with powdered sugar and pour 
around them the sirup, put into a 
hot oven to finish cooking. 
The al­ 
monds will be brown and the fruit 
of delicious flavor. 
Serve with tilt 
sirup and a little whipped cream. 
If pears are cooked add a lit th* 
lemon juice to the sirup. 
When
